“The groom, with a minimum salary of $2400 a year, 
doesn’‘t.need much education. He does what he’s told to do 
by the trainer and knows how to curry a horse, apply lini- 
ment, bandages. He leads the horse off the track after a 
race, 

“The teacher, who must have a college degree, starts at 
$1400 a year and in ten years can work up to a salary equal 
to that of the groom. His job is to shape the destinies of the 
nation, teach the children of America, dress neatly, set a 
good example, be looked upon as a leader.” 

Is this typical of American civilization? Do we as a 
people place a higher value on the services of a currier of 
race horses than on those of the educators of our children? 
Isn't the situation complained of in Miami practically dupli- 
cated almost everywhere in the United States? Isn't it high 
time that Americans began changing their attitude toward 
the people who, next to our own parents, exert perhaps the 
greatest influence on our lives?—-Christian Science Monitor.
